Foundation of Learning and Knowledge to 
build on, or, as the Statute of Phyficians 
ſpeaks, who 3s groundedly learned, and pro- 
fanah fuss | 
Turks is a Perſon in Town who came from 
Abroad, about the Lear 1733, and gaining Fa- 
vour with Perſons of Rank, ſpread his Medi- 
£2: th eines, 
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cines, in eight or nine Months, around this é 


Iſland, in ſomuch, that he acknowledges to 


have adminiſtred them to Twenty thouſand 


Perſons, within this ſmall Compaſs of Time. 
Hap his Succeſs with his Nuſtrums been, 


in any degree, proportionable to the Medi- 
eines which are commonly uſed, I ſhould not 


have given myſelf the Trouble of appearing 


in this publick manner. Nay further, had it 


done, or would it do, but ever ſo little more 
Good than our common Medicines, I ſhouid 


have been as ready an Advocate in promoting 


it, as many great Men are at this Time, from 
a want of truly knowing the Effects of it. 


'Tis therefore for their ſakes, and the reſt of 
Mankind, mp 1 undertake che enſuing Re- 


lation. 

Won firſt I e er the Dolan of this: 
Panacea; its Author ſeemed inclin'd to ap- 
peal to the Publick, if not upon medicinal : 
Theory, yet at leaſt upon Fact and Experi- 
ment: But he quickly grew weary of this 
manner of Trial; and, ſoon after the Publica- 
tion of twelve unhappy Caſes in the Grub-ſtreet 
Jour nal of November 2Sth, 1734, the ill Suc- 
ceſs of Which was impated; to his Medicines, ! 


commenced a Proſecution againit the Publiſher | 


of that Paper, by applying to the Court of: 
King Bench for an lufor mation. 
Tris could not but ſurprize me, when 1 


had read in a Paper bearing his Name, p. 82, 
following, That he kept a Journal of extraor- 
Th 88 Caſes, where his Remedies had the 
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© good Fortune to ſuceeed: J hoped, at leaſt, 
that as J. M. had entred into a phyſical Con. 
troverſy, he would have purſued the fame. 
I cannot, however, be juſt to my firſt Prin- 
ciples, of being ae concerned for the 
publick Good, if I ceaſe to publiſh ſome far- 
ther Diſcoveries on this Head. 
Tus glorious Topic, Charity, has been 0 
often uſed of late, to abuſe the Publick, that 
I ſhall lay claim to no more of it in this 
Treatiſe, than is viſible to every Reader: 
but the manner of executing it may convince 
every one, that I have no pecuniary Reward: 
for it; that would. undoubtedly; give juſt 
Ground to ſuſpect the Sincerity of any one, 
who pretends to act out of Charity. f 
As I will in no caſe relate any thing, 
which I don't believe to be true, fo, on the 
other hand, if any thing proves to be falſe, I 
declare myſelf ready to acknowledge it. 
The Facts related I have partly been Eye and 
Ear-witnefs to, or receiv'd them upon ver 
ſufficient Teſtimony; and with theſe Facts 1 
cannot but think it proper to intermix ſome 
Occurrences, ſuch as T think every Briton in 
the Kingdom ſhould know. I ſhall therefore 
obſerve this Method in the following Sheets.

T the beginning of the Lear 1732, a 
Gentlewoman, who had often been my 
Patient, being newly return'd from

But, what was ſtranger ſti, the next Day, at 
the very ſam: Hour, the Sweat came on again, 
and laſted two Hours; and even the third Day 
returned at the ſame Time, and lafted one Hour.

extraordinary manner, than as it is ſa much ſtronger 
than common Sp. Nitri per ſe. fs 
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As this Gentlewoman mentioned nothing of be- 
. Yi or vomiting, or purging, or bein 
ruffled in any manner whatever, I did not think 
very unnatural to expect a diaphoretick Quality 
from this Preparation, having frequently ſeen ſuch 
Effects from Acids: But it is certain this would not 
do any thing like what ſhe related of the Drop, 
and the different Effects evidently ſhew'd that it 
Was not this Preparation.

XXXVII, 
With theſe Caſes, and others which I had from 
Perſons of undoubted Reputation, I was fo affected, 
that I thought it my Duty to ſcrutinize pretty 
cloſely into loch a dangerous Medicine, which had 
in'd ſuch a Character. While I was in this Pur- 
uit I was ſuddenly ſurpris'd with the two following

'Theſe griping pains continued fo violent 
all that day and night, that he could ger no reſt, 
about 3 a clock in the morning his head began 
to be violently painful, and he called for ſome 
water-gruet with a little wine in it, which he vo- 
mited up again immediately, with a quantity of 
yellow choler, and was exceedingly lick, ——— 
From that time until ſeven in the morning, which 
was friday the 23d, he continued in the greateſt 
agony, pain and ſickneſs; and then fell into con- 
vulſion fits, and fo became ſenſeleſs and ſtupid ; 
ſo that every body about him hourly expected 
his death; for he was in cold ſweats, and his 
body and limbs fo lifeleſs, that if his attendants 
removed any part of him, it fell down again as 
if he was really dead. In this ſad condition he 
lay 36 hours, viz, until about ſeven on ſaturday 
night the 24th. He then revived a little, and 
gave his friends ſome hopes of life; he could 
ſpeak 
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« ſpeak and take ſome notice of things, but yet 
could hardly anſwer to common queſtions. Ir is 
very extraordinary, that, when this Gentleman 
« began to revive and ſpeak, he had torally loſt 
his ſight ; ſo that when his friends came near him, 
he knew them only by their voices, but could not 
« ſo much as diſcern their perfons. — You 
may imagine, that a Gentleman of his fortune, in 
this extremity, applied to the moſt eminent in the 
faculty of phyſick, | Dr. Mead] by whoſe extraordi- 
* nary care and aſſiſtance, theſe violent diſorders 
are, in ſome degree, relieved, and his eye-fightis 
pretty well recovered ; but the phyſicians cannot 
yet give any aſſurance, that he will be reſtored 
to his former ſtate of health; which is a great 
„ affliction to all who have the pleafure of his ac- 
* quaintance.

Waex this was publiſhed, and the poor Gentle- 
man yet alive, it was thought proper to ſuppreſs 
one very terrible Conſequence of this Medicine: 
He fell. into a furious Delirium, ſo as to be dange- 
rous to himſelf and thoſe about him; Dr. Monroe 
was then conſulted, and a Keeper appointed him. 
Although he was recover'd of this Diſorder, he how - 
ever relapſed, and, continuing in a weak Condition, 
went into the Country, where he recover'd a little, 
but relapſed again. Laſt Autumn he went to the 
Bath, where he ſeem'd to have repair'd, in ſome 
degree, his ſhatter*d Conſtitution; but returning

 AnovT the 8th of January the Publiſher was 
ſerved with a Copy of a Rule out of the Court 
of King*s-Bench, to ſhew cauſe why an Information 
ſhould not be exhibited againſt him, for publiſhing 
the Grub: ſtreet Journal of the 28th of November, 
1734. U here incert a ſhort Account of the Pro-

On Saturday, the 3d of May, 1735, the Coun- 
ſel for tae Defendent came to ſhew- Cauſe ———- 
They offer'd to verify the Facts contained in the 
xii Caſes by Affidavits, and by the ſolemn Affir- 
mations of Quakers. The Counſel for the Proſe- 
cutor oppoſed this, and objected, that it was a 
ſettled Rule that the Defendant, in a criminal Pro- 
ſecution, could never be admitted to juſtify a Libel, 
by proving the Facts contained in it, to be true. 
This Objection was anſwered by ſome of the De- 
fendent's Counſel, and was over-ruled by the Court; 
upon which Occaſion the Lord Chief Juſtice Hard- 
wicke was pleaſed to declare to this effect, viz. 
That it might be of dangerous conſequence to 
the Publick in general, if Men might print Ac- 
counts of new-invented Medicines, and pub- 
* liſh Certificates or Teſtimonials of Cures faid 
to be performed, and no Man might be at li- 
* berty to contradict them.” So the Aﬀida- 


AFTER which the Counſel for the Defendent 
argued, that this Journal was only a philoſophical 
Enquiry, together with an Account of ſome Mat- 
ters of Fact concerning the Compoſition and Ope- 
ration of a Medicine; that ſuch Enquiries were of 
great Uſe to the Publick; that if the Medicine 
had all the Merit pretended, it muſt ſucceed the 
better for an Enquiry into it; that there was na- 
thing perſonal as to Mr. Ward, no Injury to his 
moral Character, and it was not ſo much as pre- 
tended that he is a Phyſician; that Diſputes of 
this nature had been frequent in Print; that the 
famous Quickſilver Controverſy was carried on 2 
great while, with much Warmth among thoſe 
engaged in it, in Pamphlets and other printed 
Papers, and that no Manever dreamt in that Caſe, 
and many others, that writing and printing con- 
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cerning the Qualities of a Medicine was libellous. 
—— It was alſo ſaid, the greater the R<ſort to 
ſuch a Noſtrum, the greater the Miſchief, if it was 
of a dangerous 3 z and therefore the greater 
is the Service render'd to the Publick, by making 
and publiſhing a proper Enquiry into it and its 
Operations. | | 
Tus Counſel for the Plaintiff could not defend 
J. Ward as a Practiſer of Phylick, or an Inventor 
of a uſeful Secret : The Court therefore, in a few 
Minutes, gave them till #/zdne/day after to conſider 
further of it, and, on Saturday the roth Day of 
May, one of the Counſel with 7. Ward, moved, 
that the original Rule to ſhow Cauſe might be 
diſcharged 3 which was done accordingly. 

F. Ward did not, however, think he had effec- 
tually put a Stop to their opening, before the face 
of the World, the Injury which his Medicines fo fre-

next Morning, as ſhe was order'd, but reſted till 
the next Evening, when ſhe gave it; and this 
again work'd as the former, and, inſtead of re- 
lieving the Child's Eyes and Face, it aggravated

Bot fear his making a perfect Cure. He then gave 
her two more Doſes of the ſame Liquor, one of 
which ſhe gave the next Evening. This work'd 
juſt as the other four had done, not purging at all, 
and incteay'd the Swelling of the Child's Face and 
Eyes, to that degree, that the poor Infant was ſo 
harraſs'd with this rugged Medicine, that it was 
with Difficulty kept alive, being ſo extremely 
weaken'd before. Upon this violent Straining and 
Reaching, the poor Intant's right Eye burſt out that 
Evening, and the cryſtaline Humour, which ſhe 
call'd Eo Sight of the Eye, fell upon its Cloaths ; 
the next Morning the other Eye fell out on the 
Pillow in like manner. The poor Woman took 
the ſaid cryſtaline Humour, or Apple of the Child's 
Eye that Day to Ward, to complain of her ill Fate: 
He ſeem'd pretty much ſurpriz'd, but gave her a 
Quart Bottle full of another Liquor, to waſh the 
Seat where the Child's Eyes had been; bur ſhe had 
now loſt all Confidence in his Judgment and Skil! 
in Phyſick, and ſo never uſed it. They both ſay 
further, that many of the Neighbours ſa the Cir- 
cumſtances of this Child's ſwell'd Face and Eyes; 
and after they had burſt out, many ſaw the

I Have ſeen this Child ſeveral times myſelf; it 
is a very ſtrong hearty Child, and the Mother ſays, 
that neither the Child nor its Eyes were ill, or any- 
wiſe oat of Order, when ſhe went firſt to Ward, 
except the Breaking-out of its Forehead. 
J. Gill and his Wife ſay further, That a Perſon 


came to their Houſe, the Beginning of February, in a 


Livery ; he enquir'd very ſtrictly about this Affair, 
and told them how good and charitable a Man 
Mr. Ward was, and if the Child had receiv'd any 
Hurt from his Remedies, to be ſure he would be 
kind to them; if they pleas'd, Mr. Ward would 
take the Child into his Hoſpital. This they 
retus'd, thinking, that a Child without Eye-balls 
would not be long entertain'd there, leſt People 
ſhould aſk how they came out. But Gill wy there 
has been another Meſſenger at his Houſe ſince the 

tormer, who has threatened to lay him up in Pri- 
ſon for Life, if he offers to ſay, that Mr. Ward's

Havixe informed the Reader what Cobalt,

Tu former of theſe two Ways we have gone 
through in the preceding Cass, and laid before 
the Reader both the good and bad Effects of the 
Pill and Drop. By comparing theſe with what Au- 
thors of the "greateſt Credit ſay of the Effects 
of Arſenick, I think is the faireſt Way to prove 
that Arſenick is in Ward's Pills; for as no two 
different Materials can have the ſame particular

THz next Method to diſcover the Virtues of 
any Compoſition is, to trace it back to its firſt 
Principles; to accompliſh which 1 made the fol- 
lowing Experiments.

ExPpER. I. I took one of the blue Pills, and put 
it into a Glaſs of Water, there let it ſtand for 
ſome Hours; when 1 touched it with my Finger, 
I found the glutinous part, which was uſed to form 
it into a Pill, diſſolved.

I decanted the Water, 
and put on more, rubbing the hea wader a- 
gainſt the Side of the Glaſs, till I ſuppoſed it 
throughly cleanſed ; then I put the Water into Ro- 
ration, that it might carry off all the very moe 
and lighter parts, and leave the heavy or minera 
ones at Bottom, and ſo decanted again. I could 
then diſcern with my naked Eye a yellow, red,

a yellow and red tranſparent Glaſs, which I take 
to be the ſame Thing, and is Glaſs of Antimony 3 
for Glaſs of Antimony, upon Trial, I found to be 
of dllfe rent colours, Baue pale and barely yellow, 
ſome deep and almoſt quite red, c. putting ſome 
powder'd Glaſs of Antimony to the Microſcope, I 
found it impollible to diſcern any Difference of one 
from the other. The ſecond was a white tranſ- 

arent powder, which would have put me to ſome 
| Hifficu ty to diſcover, had I not gueſſed it by its 
Effect; I powder'd and waſh'd ſome white Arfe- 
nick; then brought it to the Glaſs, and found that 
this was ſo like it, that it was quite impoſſible to 
diſcern any Difference in their Appearance one 
from the other: This, however, did not content 
me, becauſe Experiments with Glaſſes only ſhew 
how they appear in colour, Shape, Tranſparency, 
Sc. I thought therefore of ſome better Evidence,

and put it upon a red-hot Bar of Iron, it melted 
together, evaporated all away, and caft up a 
Smoak, which ſtunk very offenſively, like Leeks, 
and gave me a ſudden Drineſs in my Throat: 1 
took this for a full Diſcovery, that the white part of 
this blue Pill was Arſenick; nothing but Arſenick 
will give that rank, porraceous Smell; and trying 
a Bit of Arſenick, it fled quite off with a ſmoak, 
and gave juſt the ſame ſmell, only, as the pow- 
der had a Mixture in it of other Things, one of 
which was volatile, viz. the Glaſs of Antimony, 
and gives ſome little ſmell, but not any thing like

can make from ſight, | ſuppoſe there is a third 


Pill, near two thirds of Arſenick, and a very 
' ſmall part of Cobalt, or Zaflre ; for this is un- 
doubtedly the third principle of his blue Pill, 


To make it yet more clear, whether his Pills : 
have Arſenick in them, I try'd one more Experi- 


ment, which Authors take much Notice of, and 
that was, If it would whiten, and harden Copper. 


Ext. III. I took on? of Ward's red Pills, 
which did not weigh quite one gr. and inclos'd it 


in a thin plate of Copper, and carefully luted the 
Jeints, then put it into a gentle Fire, till it was 
Juſt red hot; I took it out, and found it little 
different in Appearance ; I put it then into 'an in- 
tenſe Heat, that the ſurface of the Copper began 
to melt; then I took it out, and opened it; I found 


the Copper much whiter, but hard as Iron. This 


I look upon to be a good proof of its being Ar/e- 
nical, Dr. Geoffray above-quored, 7, 168. giving 
this Account of Arſenick If melted, ſtratified, 
* or cemented with Copper, it turns it of a fil- 
© yer Colour; but as it impairs its Ductility, this 
Change of Colour is rendered of no Uſe. 


Exb. IV. Leſt other Minerals may be ſuppoſ-d' 
to harden. and whiten Copper in like manner, I 
try'd one Grain of the R-gulus of Antimony, after 


the manner above deſcrib'd : It penetrat d thro? 
the Plate of Copper very ſoon, yt did not harden 
ox whiten it much, and went away through hitie 
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part in Weight of Glaſs of Antimony in that blue

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Holes, which it had eroded, in tlie upper Side of 
the Plate, in a white Fume; ſo that this Operation. 
did not appear, in any manner, like that with 
Wara's Pill. 979 ps; 5 

THERE is no other Matter, which has any 
powerful Effect on human Bodies, which is at all 
likely to whiten Copper, except Mercury ſubli- 
mate. I ſoon prov'd whether this was an Article 
in his Pill; firſt of all by comparing it in the 
Glaſs, which ſhew'd it to be very different, then 
put Oleum Tartar. per Deliguium to a little Part, 
of it, and it became of a fine yellow Colour; I ſe- 
parated a Particle of white cryſtaline Matter from 
the Principles of the blue Pill, and touch'd it with 
O01. Tartari; but it chang'd not at all. I put 
in a Particle of white Arſenick to the ſame, and that 
did not change neither: From whence I conclude, 
that the white Part, which is in his Pill, cannot be 
Sublimate. of ws AE 

I wewrT on to examine the third Principle of the 
blue Pill, Zaffre; I waſh'd ſome, and view'd it 
in the Glaſs: The purple Part of the Zafire was 
exactly like it, but it was intermix'd with a Quan», 
tity of white tranſparent Particles, which, I ſup- 
poſe, were the Powder of Flints, which is uſed in 
making it, as p. 95. To diſcover, however, whe- 
ther this was the ſame white Powder as in the Pill, 


Exp, V. I ſeparated ſome of the white Part 
which is in the Zaffre, and put it upon a red-hot. 
Bar; it ſtood quiet, without Smoak or Smell, ſo 
did the Zaffre, try'd in the ſame manner; but I. 
will not fay, that I did not feel a little Dryneſs in 
my Throat in the latter Caſe. I could not yet be 
content to think this third Part Zafire, but I took 
ſome original Cobalt, and view'd-it rough and un- 
calcin'd, that look'd far too metallick, yet of the 
ſame kind; I then put a little into a Tobacco pipe

being an Article not uſed in Phylick, When 
this had lain red- hot about Half an Hour, I 
took it out, and view'd it again, and found it 
moſt perfectly to reſemble this third Powder in the 
blue Pill: But this Mineral itſelf was not ſo purely 
Cobalt, but had white flinty Parts in it, from the

and it appear'd, by the Glaſs, exactly. and almoſt 
to the moſt minute Circumſtance, to be the ſame 
as Ward's blue Pill, when waſh'd. ——I mov'd the 
Microſcope ſome Inches above the white Paper, 
and that let me fee, that the Zaffre itſelf was 
a little tranſparent, and look'd blue, although, 
while the Glaſs ſtood upon the Paper, it look'd 
purple; it did juſt the fame in Ward's Pill, And 
I may be as certain I think of theſe three Materials, 
by this Examine with a Microſcope, as if I had an 
Ounce of each of his Materials to look at barely 
with my Eye. It is indeed more certain, in that 
the Glaſſes ſhew ſome Phenomena, which the bare 
Eye cannot diſcover ; and, I believe, that every 
one will concur with me, that the more obſcure and 
minute Circumſtances of Diſtinction we can obtain 


of Things, the more certainly we can diſtinguiſh
